DROUTH HURTS TOBACCO 
NORTH OF THE RIVER 

Although most of the Madison 
county crop of tobacco is about 
up to par, and crop conditions 
south of the river, were good at 
time of cutting, north of the 
river, there is a big shortage re- 
ported in several of the , heaviest 
tobacco producing counties of the 
state. County Qerk W. R. Curie, 
of Cynthiana, who was here Sun- 
day, told the Daily Register that 
fHarrison county's tobacco crop 
is almost a failure. He said that 
drouth had almost ruined every 
crop in Harrison as well as to- 
bacco, and the farmers there are 
almost desperate over their con- 
dition. Harrison, by the way, 
is one of the largest tobacco pro- 
ducing counties in the burlcy 
belt. There are seven or eight 
warehouses at Cynthiana, and 
over 12,000,000 pounds were sold 
over their breaks the past sea- 
son. Those who are conversant 
with the situation in that section, 
are rather uneasy over prospects. 

T.cxington tobacco experts say 
that the crop will be 25 percent 
short this season but that this 
shortage will be made \jip by the 
increase in aicreage planted. The 
Lexington market will open 
around December 1. 

Morgan Gentry, prominent in 
the Lexin^on warehouse busi- 
ness, said that while there would 
be a short crop in pounds per 
acre it would be made up by the 
large increase in acreage in the 
hurley belt. "Some of the crop 
■will not amount to 300 pounds 
to tlie acre," said Mr. Gentry, 
"and there will be some so poor 
that it will not be cut, but I 
think the demand for colory 
grades will be good and the 
prices high. 

"I would judge," he continued, 
"that about 40 percent of th6 crop 
in t^e burley belt has been cut. 
Thai would leave 60 per cent of 
the tobacco in Lexington's mar- 
ket range to be cut within the 
next two or three weeks, much 
of it the coming week.

As broad as the blue dome above, 
and thus believing his love for man- 
kind drew stronger with him as years 
past away. 

We can not but believe that in the

to review again his life here and the 
yood which he did and we cherish the 
hope that as he sits by titat river and

Seventy bodies of flood victims, 
mutilated beyond recognition, 
have been recovered here, which 
is relief headquarters \ for the 
entire surrounding bay shore 
territory, which was swept by 
the tropical storm Sunday. 

Forty were found at West 
Point, 22 at White Point, five 
below Odem and a few at Port- 
land. No one was killed at Sin- 
ton but the prpoerty damage 
was heavy. 

Victims found along the bay- 
shore are believed to be largely 
from Corpus Christi, their bodies 
being whirled away from the city 
by receding waters of the tidal 
wave. Reports from Odcm, Tex- 
as, were liiat the situation in Cor- 
pus Christi were "increasingly 
serious." It will probably be im- 
possible to count the dead there 
until the wreckage of the glutted 
streets is cleared away, as it is 
recognized that many victims are 
buried beneath the debris.

JUDGE GOQDLOE'S DIARY 

ON WEATHER IN 18M 

Judge John Goodloe has 
given the Daily Register a Copy 
of the weather diary he kept 
along in 1894 when the winter 
was so severe. What he says 
about the weather, then will be ot 
interest to many. He writes as 
: ollows : 

From about the last of May, 1894 
to the 1st day of December 1894, there 
was a scarcity of rain fall, in this 
vicinity, and the summer of 1894, was 
unusually warm. Precipitation from 
January to December was 10 inches 
less than the normal. A good rain 
fall on Dec. 1st and the weather 
continued fair, and dry until Christ 
mas. Wednesday morning, Dec. 26th 
it began to snow, and within the next 
36 hours the ground was heavily cov- 
ered. Friday 28th the thermometer 
went to zero, and Monday and Tues- 
day following I filled my new ice 
house, with ice 4% to 5 inches thick. 
The weather after moderated and the 
snow melted without rain, and was 
gone in a week leaving the ground 
soft and muddy, soon after it turned 
cold again, and a very cold wave 
struck this section. Cold rains and 
sleet prevailed until the 28th day of 
the month. That morning the ground 
being frozen, another big snow con- 
menced falling and continued until 
it was seven inehes deep. Another 
f dl on top of this aceompanied by a 
■severe oold wave i^ch syrept the 
whole country and reached the climax- 
on the 7th of February the themo- 
meter reaching 8 degrees below zero, 
Friday 12 below, Saturday below, 
the high wind continued. The weath- 
er then moderated for only a few 
days. On the 12th the thermometer 
was 14 degree below. Up to this 
time we had 24 snows. Thursday 
the 14th the sun shone brilliantly all 
day and was the prettiest day of the 
season. The pure whiteness of the 
snow in the beaten road and every- 
where being most remarkable. The 
next momiiiR however the thermo- 
meter ihoppcd to 8 dogreos and the 
next muinin^; to z»'ro. Saturday and 
Sunday the Jotli and Itith of I'\>bruary 
were blight, the thermometer reach- 
ing the melting point, but receding at 
night ton or twelve dofn'oes. Mon- 
day morning l-'ebruary J 8th snowinj; 
vrry rai>idly until a very heavy 
iiKiiiUf KiM-rcd the caith for three 
entile \\(>eks Jly cattle have actual- 
l.\ fattened but niy ewes have lost 
more than half, probably 50 Iambs up 
to this lime. From the Koeks east- 
ward, over the Atlantic and Furojje 
the weather has been extreniel> 
severe causing disasor on sea and 
land. The thennometer was repoited 
cd at 65 below zero in Ontario and the 
zero line reaching in southern Texas 
and Atlanta, Ga.; snow at Corpus 
Christi in Mexico, at Mobile and all 
over northern Florida, with eight 
inches at New Orleans. On the 19th 
a light fall of snow in the afternoon; 
down again to 14 below on Wednes- 
day, "nie thaw then was sufficient to 
make . , it crust on the snow which 
breaki'ihrough and makes walking on 
the beaten paths vecy bad. On 
Thursday the 21st I went to Rich- 
mond and during the day spots of

It also has been es- 
tablished, it is said, that denatured 
alcohol is being sold in some instances 
by dealer nnder circumstances that 
assure them it is beiaflr used for 
beverage puiposes. Wiiere it is used 
for any length of time blin&ess in- 
evitably ensues, and the continued 
use can only result in death, accord- 
ing to the Commissioner.

It is right for men to agitate, he de- 
clared in one speech ; but in the other 
he denounced ill Strong language a 
group of men, wlio had carried their 
H;;it:itiun too far. Both (ieclarutkms 
fitttHl into Ills arguments for the 
League o^ Nations as an instrument, 
which he contends will remove the 
cauReR for agitation and violence. The 
first nddiTs.-i was St BlUlngs. wIkt.- 
nearly iti,(KH> lieard him, in their Stait; 
Audltoruni. This snappy city turued 
out its whole population of 15,000 to 
greet him, scrubbed Its asphalt nearly 
wliitf and decorated Itself brilliantly. 
It was a flelightful place, despite its 
small size, as he has visited on his 
tour. "I have been told that this 
Western part of the country Is partie> 
nlarly pervaded with what is called 
radicalism," Mr. Wilson said. He was 
referrlMK tn ihc i. \V. W.V or "Woli- 
blies" us they are called out here, who 
ba,ve made trouble in Montana, and 
the Bolshevists, who have tried tu i,'uiii 
a foothold. "There Is only one way to 
meet raiiicalisin." he wciii on, "and 
tliMi is to deprive it of food and wher- 
ever iliere is anytbli|g wrong there la 
al>uudaQt food for radicalism. As ion^' 
as things are wrong. I do not Intend to 
ask 111(11 10 slop agitating." 'I'liis 
seemed to the audience and to tliosi' 
close to the President a rather daring' 
thing to say under tbe circumstances, 
but his next sentence relieved their 
minds. 

Urges Orderly Methods. 

"Agitate in orderly fashion, that 
they will use tbe orderly metbods of 
counsel, otherwise we will have chaos, 
but as long us there la something; to 
correct, I say God-speed to the men 
who are trying to correct It." The 
President explained how conference, 
discussion, was the principal purpose 
of ilic I.rasuc of Nations. "Tiie 
League," he said, "substitutes dl.scu.s- 
sion for light — and without discussion 
there is sure to be flgbt Discussion, 
conference^ Is tbe beallng lafluence of 
civilisation." Mr. Wilson was Intro- 
duced at this meeting by Judge George 
W. Frazler as "The Columbus of to- 
day ; tbe man who has discovered and 
charted otit a new way to a new 
world." At Helena, the state's capi- 
tal, the presidential party walked 
through a lane formed by a hundred 
school girls in white, who scattered on 
the station platform mountain flower.s. 
This was tbe most beautiful cer«tmouy 
of the Ipur. 

PolYoenufi^ Pblloation Saorsd. 

When tbe President was introduced 
at the city's largest theater by Gov. 
Ben. F. Stewart, many In the audience 
shouted, "We are with you." It was 
here that be condemned radicalism, 
which went too far, be said, obviously 
referring to what happened in Boston. 
"Tlie strike of tbe policemen of a great 
city, leaving that city at the mercy of 
an army of thugs, is a crime against 
civilization. Tbe obligation of a po- 
liceman Is as sacred and direct as tbr 
obligation of a soldier. He Is a publf< 
servant, not n private employe, and 
tbe whole honor and safety of the com- 
munity is In his hands. He has no 
right to prefer any private advantage 
to the public safety. I hope that, thai 
lesson will be burned in so that It 
will never again be forKotteii, because 
the pride of America Is that it can ex- 
ercise self-controL" Beferring to the 
Bolsbevlsts of Bnssla, be said : "Men 
who want to cure the wrongs of the 
world by destroying governments, are 
going to be destroyed themselves by 
tbe chaos they have created." At bbtb 
meetings in Montana tbe President, In 
splendid bits of oratory describing the 
sufferings which the war had inflicted 
upon mothers and wives and sweet- 
hearts wiio lost tbeir lads, drew tears 
to tbe eyes of bondreds of men and 
women, and be aroused bbtb audiences 
to warm applause when he said : "The 
world once scoffed at us for be- 
ing Idealists, but it is idealism 
that now must save tbe world, 
and we are tbe only nation- 
ally Idealistic force In the world. 
Selfishness failed and ruined the 
world. Idealism will redeem It." The 
President and Mrs. Wilson greatly en- 
Joyed the rugged scenery as the train 
climbed tbe Rockies, passed over the 
Divide and slid toward the Paclfla. 
They spent most of the afternoon and 
evening on tlielr ob.sorvallon platform.
